Another man wham 1 know, an officer
of our army, saved a slave girl from
denth. She had angered her mastor,
who was one of the Dattos, and had run
off from the harem and thrown hermelf
at tho fest of the officer. saylng the
Datto had threatened to kill her. The
officer made the Datto promise to spare
her life, to agree to bring her once a
woak 1o his quarters to show that she
wan still Hiving. This was dons for sev-
erul weeks and then the girl Jdisap-
peared. Whether the Datlo killed her
or sold her to ome of her friends was
nevar Knowm.

Divored Comen Very Easy.

A few yoars ago the sultan of Buly
got up a new ¢ode of laws which he sent
to Manlla for approval, Many of them
related to alavery and to the treatment
of the women of the harem. Our gov-
ernment does not llke to ba mized up
in religious matters, and according to
the treatlesa we allow the Moros te wor-
ship practically as they please. By the
Mobamedan religion every follower of
the prophst has the right to four wives.
and All he has to do, If he wishea to
change, is to aay to such of his wives
as he does not like three timos:

“I divorce you! 1 divorce you!
voree you!"

This means that they riust go and not
returmn, and be can Ol up the yuota with
& freah assortment. According to this
code the melations betwsen the Morde
and the slaves were plainly lald down.
It was provided that If m siave lald hia
hand upon & frea married woman with
any lmproper Intention he ahould be the
property of the woman's husband, and
alno that if a free man laid his hand
upon & married alave woman he shouid
ba fined ¥100. If the siave woman Iin-
formed as to the outruge the fine waa
to ba divided botween her and the state,
but if it was detected by others the whols
fine went to the state.

Some Practices of Masters.

Another clause In the oode provides
aa to the sale of slaves and others ws to
debt slavery. Among the latter regula-
tlons was one that If & man could not
pay his dsbts his family should belong
to the debtor untfl pald, but that this
slavery could not last more than three
yours. A third law related as to run-
away slaves and others to stolen slaves
and erimes committed by slaves.

Tha code was turnsd down by our gov-
ernment, but It shows that the Moros
still regard slavery as a divine right,
notwithstanding thelr American rulers,

1 met many of the dattos during my
stay in the Philippines and [ saw some-
thing of thelr wives and alaves. The
women are not velled, as in other Mo
hammedan countries, and bhoth wives and
slaves go about bare faced. 1 was told
that & datte was considered rich aecord-
Ing to the number of slaves he owned,
and that children were stolen from other
tribes to be kept as slaves Eome of the
dattos were notorious for thelr Sruelty
in vegard to thelr slaves. I met sn old
villaln pamed Ulto, who gave unheard-of
punlaimenta for minor offenses Hlaves
who ran away from him were often pun-
ished by culting the tendons below the
kunee, po that they could walk only with
difficulty and could be easlly csught if
thay tried again Lo escape. This man
had = slave girl whom he disliked. Mo
bound her over & place swarming with
red anis and she was bitten to death.
Utto had a man tied naked to the trunk
of & trea, whers he was roagied by the
sun during the day and eatem by mos-
yultoss at night. Thisa torment was ter-
rible. And a call brought in by our sol-
dlers for slaughter and left tled that
way died in one day

Utto had also stocks in which he left
seople to dia Ume of our offiosrs found
& Moro dead in the stocks He wes lying
there, no one having dared Lo remove the
COTPaT.

Ingenlons Ways of Torture,

She pretends not to notice it, but
one of her friends picks it up and gives
it to her, and later on she chews it In
socret.
